A Stranger at Green Knowe. By L. M. 
Boston. Illustrated by Peter Boston. Har- 
court and World, 1961. $3.00 (10-14) 


Against the beauty of an old English 
garden and manor house the strange drama 
of a refugee Chinese boy and a caged 
gorilla in the London zoo plays itself out 
to the enjoyment of the reader. The unusual 
kinship felt by the boy who had lived most 
of his life in refugee camps and the gorilla 
makes an exciting and imaginative plot re- 
plete with adventure and understanding. 
The beloved owner of the manor appears 
in this book as she has in the three others 


about Green Knowe. The writing is dis- 


tinguished and the feeling for life values 
is strong. 


Under This Roof. By Borghild Dahl. Dut- 
ton, 1961. $3.50. (12-16) 


When both parents were killed in an 
accident, Kristine persuaded her well-inten- 
tioned but selfish relatives to let her try 
to keep her younger brothers and sisters 
together in the parents’ home. This is a 
heartwarming story of courage and love 
told in the setting of rural Minnesota sixty 
years ago. Illness, poverty, and a blizzard 
together with other mishaps that beset the 
Norwegian immigrants came to Kristine. 
With grim determination she won through 
and managed to keep the family together. 
There is no sentimentality or heroics in the 
book but there is a convincing account of 
a part of our country that was built by 
courage like Kristine’s,
